Admits He Urged 


Russian Entry Into 


W ar But N ot Yalta

W A S H I N G T O N <IP>—Gen. 
Douglas MacArthur admitted 
today he urged Russia’s entry 
Into the fight against Japan in 
World War II, but vigorously 
denied he ever supported con­ 
cessions made to the Russians 
at the Yalta conference. 
The famed former Pacific 
commander made the state­ 
ments in a bristling reply to a 
107-page Defense Department 
report on long secret wartime 
decisions which showed that 
MacArthur had strongly fa­ 
vored Russia as an 11th hour 
ally in the fight against Japan. 
BUT HE SAID he had not 
been consulted before the Yal­ 
ta conference In February, 1945, 
exercised no influence on it, 
and knew nothing about Its se­ 
cret agreements. 
“I repeat,” MacArthur 
“ha(J my views been 
concerning the 
merits Bearing upon 
entry , i vto the Pacific 
would rfave opposed them as 
fantastic.” 
MacArthur’s views on Rus­ 
sia's entry Into the war against 
Japan have been the center of 
a swirling political controversy 
for years. 
THE D E M O C R A T S have 
claimed the pressure of Mac­ 
Arthur and other U. S. military 
leaders to get Russia into the 
war was the main reason the 
late President Roosevelt agreed 
at Yalta to postwar territorial 
concessions for Russia in the 
Far East. 
The R e p u b l i c a n s have 
claimed just as vigorously that 
Roosevelt sold out the country 
at Yalta. And as late as last 
S p r i n g MacArthur said he 
would have opposed Russia’s 
entry into the war at the time 
of Yalta if he had been con­ 
sulted. 
In his 350-word statem ent is­ 
sued from his Waldorf-Astoria 
headquarters In New York. Mac­ 
Arthur declared any attem pt 
to associate him with the con­ 
cessions made at Yalta would 
be ‘‘wholly unwarranted" and 
"prevaricate the truth and the 
record.”

Mrs. Elsie Weis- 
berger, 26, said the boys ate a 
hearty final meal between 5 
and 6 p.m. at the C&L Restaur­ 
ant, a favorite teenaged hang­ 
out. They impressed her with 
their politeness, she said.

GENEVA, Switzerland ftP>— 
Communist China today an­ 
nounced the release of two 
more American "nationals’’ but 
United States officials said they 
are not on the list of detained 
Americans whose freedom is 
being negotiated here. 
U. S. Envoy U. Alexis John­ 
son is expected to ask for in­ 
formation on the two Ameri­ 
cans during the 22nd session of 
the Slno-American am bassado­ 
rial talks. The session opened 
shortly after Peiping Radio an ­ 
nounced th at two "American’’ 
civilians had been granted per­ 
mission to leave Communist 
China. 
The broadcast, monitored in 
London, identified the couple as 
"Louis Henkel and his wife, 
Mrs. L. A. Henkel . . . two n a­ 
tionals of the United States liv­ 
ing in Shanghai.” 
An American spokesman here 
said 
the 
Henkels 
were 
not 
among the 41 American civil­ 
ians known to be detained on 
the Communist - held C h i n a 
m ainland. Of these 41; 16 have 
been released since the talks 
began some m onths ago. 
It was not known whether 
the couple was am ong 47 addi­ 
tional Americans on a surprise 
list handed over to Johnson by 
Chinese negotiator W ang Ping- 
Nan two weeks ago. Johnson 
had this new list with him in 
the secret talks.

QUESTION — W hat i* tlje new talk on zoning the 
unincorporated area of the desert? G.P. 


ANSWER — In my opinion all of the unincorporated 
area of Coachella Valley, from W hitewater to the coun­ 
ty line, should be blanketed with a building code and a 
sensible, comprehensive zoning program. 
On Tuesday, September 26, the County Planning C om* 
mission, in Riverside, considered nine new subdivision 
proposals — eight of which were in the desert area. The 
commission holds meetings two and three times each 
month. 
Every indication points to an "explosive" growth in 
all of Coachella Valley for the next several years. 
Therefore, I feel it is imperative th at we institute such 
a proposal as soon as possible to protect the invest­ 
ments that have been made, and those additional in­ 
vestments that are inevitable. 


This phenomenal growth will have a tendency to 
crowd back valuable agricultural lands in some areas, 
and will undoubtedly have a tendency to increase val­ 
uation of agricultural lands adjacent to urban areas. 
On the other hand, unfavorable development could ad­ 
versely affect values both in agricultural lands and 
city. 
I am convinced we need this zoning and building code 
to continue to interest investors in our beautiful desert. 
With the help of our citizens of Coachella Valley, I 
hope to be able to develop such a program as soon as 
possible.

THERE IS NO PLACE LIKE PALM SPRINGS — You 
can travel the country over, indeed you can roam 
around the world and you'll never find anyplace quite 
like Palm Springs, California. 
It is as different from 
the average city as day is from night. Even among 
well-known resort area, Palm Springs is in a class by 
itself. 
Even when compared witfi other desert resort* such 
as Tucson, Phoenix and Las Vegas, it is still unlike any 
other resort in its category. A combination of its cli­ 
matic advantages with its strategic location within a 
cHUple of hours travel from one of the nation's largest 
metropolitan areas has combined to produce a hybrid 
resort community the like of which cannot be found 
anywhere else in the world. 


Consider the rem arkable geographical location and 
the striking contrasts which it offers. 
Nestled in the 
lofty San Jacinto Mountains, which protect it against 
most of the coastal storms, Palm Springs enjoys a mild 
W inter climate and is still within easy reach of cool 
mountain resorts and beaches during the hot Summer 
months. 
Contrast this with most other cities in the 
country which are hundreds of miles away from the 
nearest Summer resort. 


Palm Springs has its oddities, too. 
For example, it 
takes almost 20 minutes to drive to the railroad station, 
and but a few minutes to reach the airport which is as 
big as New York’s La Guardia. It probably has more 
good eating places per capita than any other city In the 
nation. 
Like many of its retired residents, the com­ 
munity has no visible means of support. Indeed, it is 
the group of retired and semi-retired people who con­ 
tribute a great deal to its support. 
The town has no 
large payroll, no industry. It depends almost entirely 
upon hotels, restaurants, retail stores and the building 
trades for its existence. While most other communities 
compete for industries, Palm Springs tries to keep them 
out. 
Although it has to compete with Las V igas for 
tourist business, Palm Springs frowns upon gambling. 
Its city councilmen serve without pay, although the em­ 
ployes in the businesses they represent get pretty fancy 
wages. 


Palm Springs has no street lights, except those which 
ornament the palm trees along its main thoroughfare. 
It has a supposedly public golf course which isn’t pub­ 
lic at all. Perhaps the reason Palm Springs is so un­ 
like other communities is due to the carefree optimistic 
attitude of its citizens. They probably catch this con­ 
tagious attitude from the thousands who come here for 
relaxation from their cares and worries. 
Pessimists 
can hardly get a word in edgewise. 
. 


Almost half of the land in the city limits of Palm 
Springs is owned by Indians who are not permitted to 
sell it. The band of Indians number less than 100 of a 
total population now estimated at more than 17,000. It 
Is one of the few towns in the country where motorists 
stop for pedestrians crossing streets, even when they’re 
not in the crosswalks. 
The natives often help out-of­ 
town motorists find their way around instead of blow­ 
ing their horns at them. Noted for getting things done 
quickly, the people here are still wondering when work 
will start on a passenger tramway up the side of the 
mounain, a project which they have been promoting 
for over 10 years. Palm Springs has 1150 private swim­ 
ming pools surrounded by velvet green lawns that have 
to be put in all over again every Fall. 
Palm Springs 
now has a daily newspaper which publishes five days a 
week. It is a m en's fashion center of considerable note, 
while some of the male residents may be found without 
even a shirt on in hot weather. This is odd, lovable, 
carefree, healthful, cheerful, optimistic Palm Springs. 
There just isn’t any place like it, and you couldn’t find a 
soul in the place who would change it one iotai 
We 
love it.

Appearance, Hanndlness 
“It was about this time that 
industrial designing really got 
undqyway,” he added. "We had 
to use a little romance, a Uttle 
divining and a little plunging 
to find out w hat women w an t­ 
ed to buy." 
Stevens, who designed the 
W illys 
Jeepster 
after 
World 
W ar II, said women have come 
to 
expect 
m echanical 
excel­ 
lence in all products so they 
are now prim arily concerned 
w ith exterior appearance and 
handiness. 
, 
T hat’s where "planned obso­ 
lescence,” a term th at Stevens 1 
said he invented, comes in. He 
described this as instilling in 
the buyer a desire for some 
thjng a little newer, a little 
better, a little sooner than is 
necessary.” 
"M anufacturers have to m ake 
people dissatisfied unless they 
have the newest model,” he ex 
plained. 
He defended this by saying 
th at “people feel better when 
they own the latest model ear, 
refrigerator or w hat have you, 


Too Much Color 
“But much more important, 
he 
continued, 
“when 
people 
trade In 
their slightly used 
mode!, it finds Its w ay into the 


second-hand 
m arket 
and a l­ 
lows 
lower 
income 
bracket 
families to own products they 
otherwise 
couldn't afford. 
"Also, the turn-over 
keeps 
production high, which means 
more Jobs, more money and a 
higher standard of living for 
everyone." 
Stevens has designed "every­ 
thing from gold-plated cigar­ 
ette 
cases 
to 
bronze-colored 
out-board boat motors to stain­ 
less steel railrad trains. 
"I m ust say that m anufac­ 
turers have gone wild on col­ 
ored appliances,” Stevens said. 
"Luckily, most of the highly 
colored 
stoves, 
refrigerators 
and such are only on display 
in showrooms and a t exhibi­ 
tions. 
"They’ll never be m ass-pro­ 
duced in my opinion because it 
wculd be too difficult. How, for 
instance, would a m anufactur­ 
er guess how m any yellows, 
blues, reds and so forth he 
should m ake?”
